Saddened By News 


TORONTO, June 1—Sculptor 
Walter 8. Allward today received 
with great sadness eye-witness re- 
ports from Londen that German 
bombers have deliberately shat- 
tered Canada’s Vimy War Memer- 
jal which he designed and on 
which he labored for 14 years, 

“I only hope the reports are not 
true,” the 8j-year-old-sculptor told 
The Canadian Press at his home in 
suburban York Mills.

POWER FOR WAR NEEDS 

Hon, C, D. Howe, transport min- 
ister, sponsoring the measure, said 
war needs made the additional 
power necessary. The proposed 
diversion would increase power 
output there from 450,000 to 700,- 
000 horse power. 

An additional 50,000 horse power 
could be produced at once by di- 
verting enough water to operate 
standby generators already  in- 
stalled.

Theory Of ‘Blitzkrieg’ 
Getting First Major Test 
Says Military Expert

In the science of war there are 
two great stages—the preliminary 
or preparatory, usually called the 
strategic, and the active phase, 
when the tactical employment of 
armed power occurs. At this time, 
on one of the battle fronts 
chosen by the aggressor power 
the strategic has yielded te the 
tactical—and the battles now rag- 
ing at the spear heads of the five 
advancing columns enters upen 
the deciding phase of opposing 
military skill plus materials and 
morale, 

It is an acknowledged fact. that 
an aggressor who, as a part of a 
long range economic and military 
plan, can devote his war school 
|and the staffs of all his standing 
or projected formations to the 
study of the terrain they mean to 
| conquer will by reason of initiative 
have either a complete or limited 
success. 


POINTS TO ATTAIN 

In modern war the air arm, plus 
motorized advance formations sup- 
ported by heavy mechanized troops, 
having the gun power of many bat- 
teries or even 1914-19 artillery 
should attain: 

Y—All vital points of transport 
systems. 

—Dislocate civil and fiscal ad- 

ministration of an area, 

$3—Secure the industrial 
moralization of the victim, 

4—Execute this at such speed as 
[se enable artillery, infantry, police 


de-

to follow not more than a few hours 
behind the advanced formations. 
We have witnessed such an 
attempt and its partial success. 
It succeeded where preparatory 
resistance lacked any ability to 
equalize resistance to attack.

CAUSE DILEMMA 

Again, they have caused what ts

SITUATION CHANGES 

In pre-1914 wars, with the air 
arm an elementary phase of utility, 
his position as the line stands today 
would constitute, if once stabilized, 
a victory. But in view of the pass- 
ing of the element of initiative and 
attack to the defenders deployed 
before a fortified area, the defend- 
ers are in a position to exploit the 
situation at any time. The fury of 
his attacks leaves, as it must, a tac- 
tical opportunity to: 

4—Dominate supply lines, 

2—Turn a flank during

It must not be fergotten that 
the strength and ability of the 
“forward dash” of mechanised 
forces will with relative readjust- 
ments as to time table and 
armament partake of the old time 
“cayalry sweep” in large units; 
also that while it gained by 
destructiveness, it requires its 
own sources of supply, i.e., parts, 
petrol, oil, and that the resist- 
ance of like weapon power based 
upon protected fort lines can 
always, unless morale fails, 
meet and defeat it. 

The events of the past week 
shook the morale of the defender 
nations in various ways. It has 
been suggested that if military op- 
erations were discussed in prin- 
ciple by government leaders or 
spokesmen, the public would be 
helped to keep a balanced view. 
For military reasons they need not 
be informative as to the actual 
stage of operations, but to maintain 
financial and. other angles of demo- 
cratic security, they might well be 
discussed in order that all thinking 
men will feel that the aggressor 
does not enjoy a sole monopoly of 
the science of war. 


INFORMED CO-OPERATION 
What response the operations 
branch of the Allied armies re- 
quire of their civilian compatriots 
is an informed co-operative one, 
sensitive to the demands and ex- 
igencies of the tactical employment 
of all national resources upon the 
field of war. There will be a 
greater eagerness to do so if there 
is a medicum of informed opinion 
Such a state of mind can only re- 
sult if the public realizes to any 
given advance there is a counter- 
stroke. . 

Further, it would prepare them 
to comprehend that over several 
areas the events of last week may 
be repeated, and that in the realm 
of the statecraft of the nations at 
war, one side wil! be the objective 
of the attacking power of the other 
The defender wil! be, as things are, 
the Allied powers. 

The theory of the “blitskrieg” 
—the furieus use ef all arms plus 
reckless dispesal ef manpower— 
te win ebjective within limited 
time schedules, is having its test. 
It is new only in that it combines 
increased fire pewer with mobil- 
ity, Its principle is as old as the 
Javelin thrower and the chariet 
with knifed wheel hubs. 

Can it win? That is what is being 
tested today. One thing is known— 
that if it fails the results are con- 
fusion, congestion, loss of control, 
internal collapse, and by the too 
early employment of infantry in 
relation to its advance such losses 
will occur as to contribute greatly 
to the disintegration of morale.

It would be a car- 
dinal mistake to shift either of them from 
the positions they are filling with marked 
public approval and great credit. Parlia- 
ment should get on with business. 


Side by Side 


While one British expeditionary force 
was being extricated from the Flanders 
trap, another moved into position along 
the Somme, to operate with the central 


French army and bar the road to Paris. 

All the enemy has gained by the costly 
offensive therefore has been a narrow 
strip of Belgian and French territory and 
the Channel ports, which he may or may 
not be able to use effectively as bases for 
bombing England from the air. 

The British army has not been driven 
out of France. It is still there. Nor has a 
wedge been driven between the British 
and French forces.

It will be quite useless for Herr Goeb- 
bels to resume his gabbing about the 
British leaving it to the French to do the 
hard. fighting. Flanders, carpeted with 
German dead, shows how much truth 
‘there was in that story. The British troops 
on the Somme supply: advance refutation 
if the head of the prevarication depart- 

ment should try to revive it. 


“Planes, More Planes and 
More Planes” 


British authorities have turned over 
to the United States the patents on the 
famous “Merlin” engine, with which Bri- 
tain‘s super-fighting planes are equipped. 
With the patent goes full right to use the 
engine in pianes designed for the Allies 
and also for United States air fleets. 

This means of course that the Allies 
will get planes built in American factories 
aud equipped with these engines, undoubt- 
edly the'best in the world. It is sure to be a 
condition of the transfer that the delivery 
of planes to Allied orders is to he speed- 
ed up, perhaps given priority. 

United States fighting planes are also 
to be supplied with the same motive power, 


@ fact which Berlin will ponder with un- | 


easy wonder. 

It is significant, too, that Hon. C. D. 
Howe made a trip to New York the other 
“looking for airplane engines, - which 
4 can no longer supply under the 
plan, and on his returo it 
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was announced that Canadian factories 
are to go full steam ahead in building 
planes. 

What this all comes to very plainly is 
that the Nazi air supremacy in numbers 
will not last very many weeks. It has been 
demonstrated that man for man and plane 
for plane the Allied airmen have the 
enemy beaten to a frazzle. Given anything 
like equal numbers of planes, and with a 
corresponding output of pilots and observ- 
ers from the Air Training schools, the 
Allies will be able to carry air war into 
Germany and let its people see at close 
hand what their Fuehrer has been doing 
in other countries. 

Lord Beaverbrook, it may be inferred, 
is getting into action. 


Herr Goebbels was summoned to the 
Presence to give a literary finish to some 
“sensational announcement” the Fuehrer 
is said to have in mind. Maybe Adolf is 
going to tell the world he has repented of 
his crimes; and blow his head off to prove 
it. That is about the only “sensational” 
announcement he could make, and the 
only way he could get it believed. 


At Vernon an enemy alien, who was 
interned at the outbreak of war but suc- 
ceeded in persuading an investigating tri- 
bunal he should be restored to freedom, 
was convicted and fined for being illegally 
in possession of firearms. He will go back 
to the internment camp, to the particular 
satisfaction of people of enemy origin who 
are honest in their intentions, since it is 
his kind who bring these under undeserv- 
ed suspicion. 


As predicted, the tent caterpillars 
have appeared in Edmonton in force, and 
our shade trees, fruit trees and shrubbery 
are threatened, more seriously than for 
many years.

The announcements made in the House of 
Commons yesterday of the immediate expansion 
of our armed forces are real evidence of the 
readjustment of the Canadian military effort to 
the new needs of the hour. ‘As such they will 
be widely welcomed. It is as yet premature to 
assess the ultimate consequences of the German 
attacks thet have now been incessant in the 
west since May 10. It may be that, by exhaust- 
ing the Nazi strength, they will shorten the 
war. But it would be folly at this moment nat to 
face the fact that, as a result of the German 
successes of the last fortnight, the war may not 
only be prolonged, but may be more bloody and 
more costly in every way. 

Because of this it is the part of prudent, 
far-seeing leadership to lay the groundwork 
now for the provision of more and more men 
and material. We are now passing through a 
crisis. Let us not suppose that it will be the last. 
We must be ready to face the next one, and the 
next, with reserves of strength ready and 
equipped to be thrown into the breach. The 
men now to be recruited will be in this category 
of reserve probably for some time, but the more 
training and discipline they. receive, the better 
able they will be to face the emergencies of the 
future and to maintain the great traditions of 
the fighting Canadian Corps in the last war.— 
Winnipeg Free Press. 


Tourist Dollars for Us 


United States tourists to the number of 
fifteen or twenty million are expected in Can- 
ada this year. With Europe out of the holiday 
travel picture, Canadian officials look for a 
minimum increase of $100,000,000 over the 
tourist revenue of last year, which totalled

Every 
American dollar spent in Canada helps us to fill 
the reservoir of United States exchange to meet 
war contingencies. America can supply war- 
planes and other essential equipment. 

It is good business to encourage our Ameri- 
can neighbors to take their vacations in Canada. 
They will not only enjoy the scenery, the 
climate and the fishing, but will see something 
of the war effort we hope to make. The over- 
whelming majority of them are in sympathy 
with the Allied cause. 

Every ‘American dollar is worth $1.10 in 
Canada at the present time. We should give 
tourists their money’s worth and a warm wel- 
come.. Twenty million satisfied Americans re- 
turning to their homes after a good holiday in 
Canada can help the Allied cause. Their atti- 
tude will have a tremendous effect on public 
opinion in the United States.—Toronto Globe 
and Mail. 


"Ware the Rumor 


Mr. Duff Cooper, speaking to the British 
people, said a well-informed reporter had told 
him during the day that Premier Reynaud had 
told the French Senate “only a miracle could 
save France.” Mr. Duff Cooper declared he 
could not credit the statement and went to the 
report of the Reynaud speech, where he found 
this: 

“France cannot die. As for me, if I am 
told tomorrow that only a miracle can save 
France I would say I believe in miracles be- 
cause I believe in France.” 

That was something quite different, of 
course. If the situation became so desperate 
that @ly a miracle could save his country he 
still would not despair, because France before 
this has been saved when hope seemed useless, 
but obviously that time had not then arrived— 
nor has it yet. 

That same misunderstanding of Reynaud’s 
words gained wide circulation in Ottawa, so it 
is said. For those who heard it, and did not 
bother checking the newspaper reports, it might 
well have been the last straw in a jittery day 
of depressing news. 

The public morale can be impaired, and de- 
featist propaganda circulated, we are quite sure, 
by the incomplete understanding of news reports 
given over the radio. A phrase is seized upon, 
as perhaps from the broadcast summaries of the 
Reynaud speech, its qualifying phrases are lost 
or their significance is not realized. And cer- 
tainly some of the radio commentators in the 
United States are gloomy and depressing fel- 
lows. Many listeners fail to appreciate the fact 
that such so-called “experts” have nothing more 
to go on than newspaper reports, that they are 
merely expressing personal opinions as likely 
to be proved wrong by events as to be con- 
firmed, and that they are interested in them- 
selves as radio personalities rather than in the 
objective news.—Ottawa Journal, 


The New Awareness 


American opinion is changing about the war. 
There is a new awareness of how close the war 
is getting to the United States. There is a deeper 
concern about its outcome. 

There is an instinctive feeling that before 
long the United States will be giving more 
positive aid to the Allies. 

This sentiment is discernible through the 
Mid-West, typica] barometer of national opinion 
which the Mid-West almost invariably is. This 
is grassroots sentiment, not merely editorial 
page and Pullman car say-s0. This is the senti- 
ment expressed by every kind and category of 
people in and from a dozen states with whom 
a travelling correspondent would have occasion 
to mingle. 

This rapid and radical change in opinion 
does not mean that the American people have 
suddenly gone pro-war. It does not meen that 
keeping out of war is a discarded hope; it is an 
earnest hope but is no longer the alJ-embracing 
sum-total of public reaction on foreign policy. 
The fact is that America is not moving nearer 
to the war but the war is moving nearer to 
America, and the result is that people every- 
where are frankly, realistically, unhesitatingly 
reappraising their attitude. This appreisal 
represents @ picture different from what I saw 
when visiting this part of the country only a 

month ago. ,

The First Sea Lord 


Stirring events at sea and the epic evae- 
wation of the Allied army from Flanders 
under the protecting guns of the fleet, have 
turned the attention of the world to the 
British Navy. This short sketch introduces 
to the public the man at the helm, Admiral 
of the Fleet Sir Dudley Pound —EDITOR. 


The First Sea Lord, Admiral of the Fleet Sir 
Dudley Pound, is unquestionably a man of the 
eea. Today his duty keeps him mainly to the 
Admiralty, but his love of the sa and ships 
remains deep and abiding. 

He hes travelled far since that greet day in 
1891 when he joined the Navy as a cadet. Two 
years later he was a midshipman on the China 
Station. At 19 he was a sub-lieutenant and was 
continuously afloat, except for his qualifying 
course for torpedo lieutenant, until 1909. 

Then he hed two years in the Admiralty'’s 
Torpedo Department before joining H.MS. 
Superb as executive officer. While in this ship 
he made an attempt to save three men from 
suffocation and received the Royal Humane 
Society's medal for his gallantry. 

In 1914, when war came, he was executive 
officer in the battleship “St. Vincent.” At the 
end of that year he was made a captain, a young 
captain at 37. In the Jutland battle he was in 
command of the battleship “Colossus” and was 
mentioned in despatches. 

July, 1917, saw him back at the Admiralty 
as a Director of Operations. It was at this time 
that the convoy system was instituted on a large 
acale, 

He was with Sir Roger Keyes in H.M.S. Hood 
in 1920 and later in that year commanded H.M.S, 
Repulse. Another spell at the Admiralty as 
Director of Plans and then for two years he was 
Chief of Staff to Sir Roger Keyes, commander- 
in-chief of the Mediterranean Station. During 
this period he reached the rank of Rear-Ad- 
miral, 

So the story of a glowing career continues. 
From 1927 to 1929 Assistant Chief of the Naval 
Staff at the Admiralty, followed by a command 
of the Battle Cruiser Squadron and promotion 
to Vice-Admiral. From 1932 to 1935 Second Sea 
Lord and Chief of Naval Personnel. 

In January, 1935, he was promoted to Ad- 
miral and later nominated to the Mediterranean 
command. As a result of the Abyssinian crisis, 
at his own request, he was appointed instead as 
Temporary Chief of Staff to Admiral Sir Wil- 
liam Fisher, whom he would otherwise have re- 
lieved as Commander-in-Chief. He ultimately 
succeeded him in March, 1936, and commanded 
the Mediterranean Fleet for the remaining 
months of the crisis and throughout the whole 
of the period of the Spanish Civil War. 

In June, 1939, Sir Dudley took up his present 
post and later achieved the highest naval rank, 
Admiral of the Fleet. 

With such a chief it is not astonishing that the 
Royal Navy has a world-wide reputation for 
efficiency. Sir Dudley works ‘hard himself and 
has worked his squadron or fleet hard, too, But 
always he has shown a keen interest in the wel- 
fare of his personnel. 

Today he allows himself four or five hours’ 
sleep a day. He enjoys a daily walk if he can 
get it; it is mostly at night. Occasionally he 
manages to get away for a few hours’ shooting, 
mostly atdawn. , 

A perfect host, always keen to see that every 
socia) gathering in his ship was a success, The 
father of two sons and a daughter and at 62 a 
very fit and active man.

McCoy Health Service 


Tt has been estimated that half of 
the adult population either has al- 
ready had Athlete's foot, or has it 
at the present time, 

This skin disease is due to a fun- 
gus, or microscopic plant. The name 
“Ringworm of the Foot” has been 
rightly given to it, but this conveys 
a wrong impression since its leads 
many people to believe that it is 
due to a worm which burrows be- 
neath the skin, whereas the true 
cause is a plant growth 

Tt most cases it affects chiefly the 
outer layers of the skin and does 
not go very deeply, although there 
are exceptions. While ordinarily 
not a serious condition, it compels 
attention because it affects so many 
people and ranks as one of the most 
common of all skin disorders. 

The fungus which causes the dis- 
ease is generally distributed in gym- 
masiums, locker rooms, around 
swimming pools, and among the 


tiles of public showers and of the! 
| 


runways leading to the showers 
The fungus is. picked up by those 
frequenting such places, who expose 
the bare feet. After the disease de- 
velops, the new patients may be- 


come carriers and may innocently 


carry the skin trouble to family 
members at home, using the same 
bathroom. 

Athlete’s Foot begins as an itchy 
spot between the toes. The skin 
becomes extremely moist and soft 
and turns white. The top layer then 
peels off, leaving a reddened gur. 
face. The odor is unpleasant. Cracks 
may form which are resistant to 
healing 

In a few exceptional cases, the 


| disease will clear up itself, but the 
wisest plan is to treat it. The ace 
| cepted treatment is to apply a pre- 
| paration known to kill the fungus 
growth. Instead of relying upon the 
| advice of friends regarding the pre- 
| paration to be used, it is better to 
rely upon your doctor’s advice. If 
you tell ten of your friends you 
have this trouble, you will prob- 
ably receive advice to use ten dife 
ferent remedies, many of which 
would prove useless. 
| Be persistent in treatment and 
make sure that all the affected 
patches are cleared up, as if one 
spot remains, it will possibly be 
enough to start the trouble all over 
again. Remember, it is likely that 
if you continue to wear the same 
| Shoes and stockings, you will again 
| Pick up the fungus from them. 
After treatment, change to a clean 
pair of hose and a different pair of 
shoes, if you have them. All hose 
should be boiled, if possible, and 
woolen hose sent to the cleaners.

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Government Guarantees Loans To Hel 


Banks Prepared 
To Offer Money 
At Lower Rates 


Lending Facilitated In Order That Business 
May Reap Benefits From Increased 
Activity In Building 


Home owners are being encouraged to undertake at once 
repeiring and remodelling of their homes in order to provide 
work in the building trades and, by putting money into circu- 
lation preventing business from becoming stagnant. In order 
to facilitate this the government has through the Home Im- 
provement Loans Guarantee Act, 1937, made it possible for 


lending institutions to issue credit. 


Under the terms of the Heme 
Im Leans § Guarantee 


Act, 1937, the government ef Can- 
a@a has the power te guarantee 
approved ending  inetitutions 
against losses up to 15 per cent of 
the aggregate value of leans made 
by each such lending inetitution 
for the financing of repeire, alter- 
ations and additions to rural and 
urban homes. 

The aggregate amount of home 
improvement loans, subject to guar- 
antee, may not exceed $50,000,000, 
and the total liability of the gov- 
ernment in respect of such guaran- 
tees will, therefore, not exceed §7,- 
500,000. 

APPROVED INSTITUTIONS 

In order that lending facilities 
may be available as widely as pos- 
sible throughout the country, the 
governor in counci) has already ap- 
proved as lending institutions all 
the chartered banks. 

Home improvement loans are 
made solely to owners of residential 
property to which repairs, altera- 
tions and additions are to be made. 

The word “owner,” however, if 
defined as broadly as possible. 
Thus, under the regulations, “own- 
er” shall include any person, firm, 
Partnership, estate, trustee, cor- 
poration or any other entity cap- 
able of and holding real or im- 
movable property, including a life 
tenant of property; a person hold- 
ing property under an agreement 
for sale; a lessee of property 
under a lease expiring not less 
than three years after he matur- 
ity of any loan made to a lessee 
under the act; a lessee of land 
under a lease from the crown or 
from any municipality or public 
body where the lessee owns the 
dwelling erected on such land; a 
homesteader who has completed 
two-thirds of the requirements 
upon which his title to the prop- 
erty depends; a mortgagor of 
property who has an equity of re- 
Gemption therein under a mort- 
gage, trust or contract, a mort- 
gagee of property who is in pos- 
session thereof; a person who is 
in possession of property through 
& prescriptive title, and any other 
person having rights approximat- 
ing ownership in property. 

An “owner” may also include the 
husband of the borrower, and the 
wife of the borrower having dower 
or other rights in her husband's 
property. 

REPAIRS AND ADDITIONS 

The purpose of a home improve- 
ment loan jis to finance the making 
of any repairs, alterations or addi- 
tions to any rural or urban home, 
intended for the improvement of 
such rural or urban home. Without 
limiting the generality of the fore- 
going, it shall include work in- 
volving expenditure for labor, mate- 
rials and equipment in connection 
with such improvements, as the fol- 
lowing: 

1—The installation, repair or im- 
provement of heating systems in- 
cluding permanent equipment such 
as stokers, oil-burners and wood, 
coal, gas and electric furnaces and 
boilers, which are a part of such 
system. 

2—The installation, repair or im- 
provement of electric light and 
power systems including private 
lighting and power plants and other 
permanent fixtures, including con- 
nections to power lines, 

3—The installation, repair or im- 
provement of plumbing systems in- 
cluding permanently installed water- 
heaters, sinks, tubs and so forth. 

4—The installation, repair or im- 
provement of built-in-air-condition- 
ing and fire control system. 

5—The installation, repair or im- 
provement of house equipment but 
only if such equipment is built-in 
equipment or part of built-in equip- 
ment or permanently attached to the 
structure and excluding furniture 
and furnishings and portable or re- 
movable equipment. 

@—Painting, paperhanging and 
general redecorating but excluding 
ese) items as curtains, drapes and

15—The installation, repair or 
improvement of farm equipment 
and machinery, but only if such 
machinery and equipment is built- 
in and permanently attached to real 
or immovable property and exclud- 
ing portable or removable equip- 
ment and machinery. 

16—The erection of, of the mak- 
ing of repairs, additions or im- 
provements to barns, silos, green- 
houses, drying sheds and other out- 
buildings on a farm including sep- 
arate housing accommodation for 
rm working.on the farm. 
17—Demolition and moving of 

buildings. 
AMOUNT OF LOAN 

The maximum &mount whith-may 
be borrowed under a home improve- 
ment loan is $2,000 for each piece 
of single family property. However, 
in the case of a duplex, an apart- 
ment house or other multiple fam- 
ily dwelling, the maximum amount 
which may be borrowed is $1,000 
plus $1,000 for each family unit pro- 
vided for in the building when the 
repairs, alterations and improve- 
ments are, completed. 

The limit of time allowed for 
repayment of a home im- 
provement loan is three years for 
& loan of $1,000 or less, and five 
years for a loan exceeding $1,000, 
are repayable in equal 
monthly instalments as are adapt- 
ed to the financial circumstances 
of the individual borrower. In 
no case, however, are payments to 
be made less frequently than once 
a year. 

The maximum charge which may 
be made by an approved lending in- 
Stitution for a home improvement 
loan must not exceed a rate of dis- 
count of 3% per cent. for a one-year 
loan repayable in equal monthly in- 
stalments and proportionate rates 
for other periods, 


PROMISSORY NOTE 

Every borrower who secures a 
home improvement loan for the pur- 
pose of making repairs, alterations 
or additions to a rural or urban 
home which he owns, must sign as 
maker of a promissory note in the 
form approved, The note may also 
be signed as co-maker by the wife 
or husband of the owner. 

However, the note, that is, the 
promise of the borrower to pay, is 
the only security given to the 
lending institution, As long as 
the borrower ig not in default no 
other security by way of endorse- 
ment, collateral or mortgage lien

But} 
no matter how smart, short skirts) 
are not becoming unless they are| 
supported by a good pair of legs and | 
it is no secret that the average run 
of legs is not what it should be. 


MORE LEGWORK 

The reason is that legs are under- 
exercised. Usually the trouble is 
not in too much or too little fat, but 
in the under-development of the 
muscles. A good musculature gives 
a trimmer calf and ankle contour 
to any pair of legs. 

Practically any sport affords ex- 
cellent workouts for these leg 
muscles, Even tramping over 8 | 
golf course is goed legwork. If 
the legs are extremely thin, bi- 
cycling will develop a nice calf. 
Or you can acquire tovelier limbs 
on the exercise mat. That ig not 
as much fun as riding a bike, but 
you can do it daily and it will 
make a steady improvement in leg 
eontours. 

Have you ever given this old re. 
liable a fair trial? First, lie om the 

back on the floor. Then, place the 
hands under the hips for leverage, 
aud swing the legs—keeping the 
knees straight up and back over- 
head until the toes rest on the floor. 
Curl toes toward the instep and 
swing the legs from the hips in a 
scissors action for 50 counts. Keep 
the knees straight and point the 
heels hard. When you have fin- 
ished, rest for a few minutes before 

tting back into the same position, 

is time with the toes pointed, for 
enother 50 counts. 

Very much the same stretching 
and contracting of the lag muscles 
is put into practice in swimming. 
The old flutter kick is a neat leg 
improver. If you can't swim worth 
mentioning, hang on to the rail at 
the pool or the rope at the beach, 
and kick from the hips, first point- 
ing the toes, then the heels. 

For your landlubber days, here is 
another exercise that will hasten 
the good work: Stand with one hand 
on the back of a chair for support 
end, rising on the Wes, go into a 
deep-knee bend. Repeat very slow- 
ly. five times. Rest, then try the

HUNGARY PLANS | 
TO STAND WITH 
2 AXIS POWERS 


BUDAPEST, June 1—The govern 
ment left no doubt to observers 
yesterday that Hungary's policy is 
co-ordinated with the plans of the 


Rome-Berlin axis. 

Premier Count Paul Teleki in an 
interview and Foreign Minister 
Count Istvan Csaky in a newspaper 
article affirmed that Hungary's 
“common interest’ with Germany 
and Italy, as weil as the mobilized 
Hungarian army, was a guafantee 
of peace in southeastern Europe. 

The declarations of the premier 
and the foreign minister were in- 
terpreted in diplomatic circles as 
warnings to pro-Ally Balkan powers 
to remain non-belligerent. 

“Great victories of the German 
army have made it highly probable 
that the war will end in a short 
time,” said Teleki. 

Csaky wrote that army units had 
been put on a war footing since it 
is “conceivable that shots later may 
be fited in this part of Europe.” 


Nazis Take Blood 
From Children To 
Use For Wounded 


PARIS, June 1.—The Paris office 
of the Polish information service, a 
department of the exiled Polish 
government, yesterday said that 
“the Germans are taking blood 
from children in occupied Poland 
for transfusion to German wounded 
soldiers.” 

It added that since the beginning 
of May the drawing of blood oc- 
curred in “rapid and brutal” opere 
ations which “many under-nourish- 
ed children have not survived.”

“Mother Cross,” chatting with 6 
reporter Saturday, told of her ex- 
periences in assisting the provin- 
clal government to rebuild delin- 
quent youths. 

In 1922, the Alberta government 
inaugurated a system of “boarding 
mothers” to take over the task of 
trying to reform boys and girls out- 
side of institutions. Mrs. Cross, who 
comes from the highlands of Scot- 
land, was among the first to volun- 
teer her services and with energy 
and aggressiveness, coupled with a 
kindly nature, she succeeded where 
others failed. 

“They were not ‘bad’ boys,” she 
said, pointing out that their home 
lives had not been conducive to 
right living. “Often, the lives of 
those about them were not helpful 
examples,” she said, “the boys were 
allowed to roam the streets and get 
into bad company without intent, 
and gradually without realizing 
their errors, and with the indiffer- 
ence of their parents, the boys got 
into trouble and were convicted of 
petty crimes.” . 

GIVEN A CHANCE 

Minor crimes might have been 
the prelude to greater, criminal 
acts, she said, had not the boys been 
put on probation and given a chance 
to find their way back to a decent | 
standard of living. Mrs. Cross call- 

the fact that Al- 
berta is the only province in Can- 
ada which can boast: “We have no 
reform schools for delinquent boys.” 

Since she accepted her position, 
Mrs. Cross has “adopted” some 
1,400 boys and_ girls, mothered 
them, given them a real home and 
kept them off the streets, taught 
them. with patience and kindness, 
the difference between right and 
wrong, and helped them to regain 
ambition, courage and self-confi- 
dence. 

Sheltering at one time as many 
as 20 delinquent youths ranging in 
age from 7 to 18, she has earned 
their gratitude and has received 

scores of letters. written by “her 
boys,” thanking her for her care. 
and guidance when they most 
needed it.

1914 March On Belgium: 
But They Marched Back 


As a lad of nine, Karl Houba, 105 Condell Block, stood 
on a bridge spanning the river Maas on the Dutch-Belgian- 


German frontier 


in the city of Maastricht, 


Holland, and 


watched the dust clouds rise from the long columns of the 
Kaiser's army on the march toward Brussels. 


He listened, quivering with boy- |. 
ish excitement, intermingled with 
fear, to the hoom of the German 
4 centimetre howltsers and the 
terrifying crash of bursting shells 
as they pounded the forts of Liege, 
only 18 miles to the south, into a 
shapelens mass of twisted ster! and 
concrete rubble. 

Well does he remember, too, the 
scene when darkness fell, and to the 
hideous clamor was added the Jurid | 


flashes of gun fire and the death- 
dealing blaze of the exploding shells. 


TATTERED REMNANTS 


But the German Kaiser of 1914 
was more merciful than Adolf Hit- 
ler of 1940, and although Holland 
felt the pinch of war in many ways, 
no blood drenched the soil of the 
Netherlands and after more than 
four years of youth, Karl stood on 
the same bridge and watched a 
leaderless rabble in tattered field 
grey trudge wearily and dispiritedly 
back, the remnants of what had once 
been a proud conquering afmy 
moving eastward, 

Helmeta, revolvers and millitary 
equipment of all kinds were sold 
for a few coins to the Dutch 

youngsters, who sneaked across 
the border in those exciting days 
te watch the returning troops.

the furnishing, repairing or 
laundering of such uniform or 
special article of wearing ap- 
parel.” 

Hours of work for female em- 
ployees are fixed at not more than 
eight hours a day and 48 hours in 
the week. 

After three months experience a 
female employee ‘must be paid not 
less than the minimum wage of 
612.50 a week. 

In case an employer employs 
inexperienced female employees, 
not in excess of 25 per cent of 
the total number of all female 
persons ordinarily employed, ex- 
cept when the total number ts 
less than four, in which case 
inexperienced employees may be 
taken on, rates of pay are: $9 a 
week for the first month; $10 a 
week for the second month and 
$11 a week for the third. After 
this period, the minimum wage 
of $12.50 must be paid. 


Part time employees shall re- 
ceive 30 cents an hour with a 
minimum of four hours pay or 
$1.20 on each occasion on which 
such an employee is required to 
report for duty. 

Provision also is made for over- 
time pay.

Government- Bred Animal| 
Sells For Top Price 
In Age Class 


Sale of the champion bull at the 
Lacombe sale for a record price 
for an animal of this age, Satur- 
day drew forth warm praise for 
Alberta breeders and great per- 
sonal satisfaction from Hon, D. 
B. Mullen, minister of agriculture. 

The outstanding feature of the 
sale was the record price of $500 for 
the champion Angus bull, Bandolier 
Clackcap, bred by the Alberta agri- 
culture department at the Vermil- 
ion farm and contributed to the sale 
by Thomas Henderson & Son, La- 
combe. 

The young bull, one year old, is 
reported by judges to be “an out- 
standing animal” and was purchased 
by J. Dobinson & Sons, Clive. 

He was sired by Bandolier’s New 
Deal 2nd, the herd bull purchased 
in 1938 by Mr. Mullen from John 
W. Auman & Sons, Marian, Iowa, 

Mr. Mullen stated that he jnspect- 
ed a number of bulls in Iowa before 
selecting Bandolier and believed his 
breeding .would help to improve 
Angus cattle in Alberta. 

The young bull at Lacombe was 
the first offspring of the import- 
ed bull offered at a public sale 
and Mr. Mullen expressed him- 
self as being gratified with the re- 
sult, 

The foundation herd of Aberdeen 
Angus females was placed on the 
provincial farm at Vermilion by 
special arrangemtnt with 12 Abevr- 
deen Angus breeders. The breeder 
donated a female to the department 
and jn return receives a young bull, 
sired by the imported bull. Mr. Hen- 
derson donated a cow and under 
the arrangement received the bull 
calf which was sold for $500. Mr 
Dobinson & Sons will have the ben- 
efit of the high class animal to head 
their herd at Clive.

This is Trillium time. Through- 
out the whole eountry, 
there are woods or wooded hill- 


sides, we find these lovely flowers |

The Trillium is one of our flow- 
ers which is very aptly named. 


When we examine the root—I beg) 


your pardon, the root of the word

Everything in three’s, you see. Just 
as we might say, “One never 
knows, does one?” so I suppose, if 
the Trillium were speaking, the 


plant would say, “Three never 
knows, does three?” 
There are several apecies of 


Trilliums. The largest, most com- 
mon and best known is the White 
Trillium. In full bloom this beauti- 
ful flower expands its petals of fin- 
est white to five and six inches 
across, No wonder the hillsides are 
white where they bloom. But 


a few days later you may find the 
flowera flushed into a delicate pink 
or even a deep rose-red, for the 


| Trillium, so pure and white, 
blushes with age. 

Then there is a smaller white 
species, the Nodding Trillium, 
which, instead af holding its head 
high in full view has its three- 
petalled flower modestly turned 


downward and hidden beneath its 
three leaves. And the most beauti- 
ful of all the family is the Painted 
Trillium, whose white petals are 
daintily streaked with lines of 
purple. The strange exception in 
Trilliums is the Red Trillium, or, 
ag John Burroughs called it, 
“Wake-robin,” with its flower of 
deep liver-red petals. 

The Trilliums, although beauti- 
ful, can not be called fragrant. 
Their’s is a beauty of size, of grace, 
and of purity of color, not of per- 
fume. And yet like many other 
family, there is a skeleton. The odd 
one of the fimaly, the Red Trillium, 
has instead of the delicate scent 
one might expect of flowers a

It was the way he made plays, do- 
ing the right thing almost un- 
consciously, that caught our eye. 

“He was perhaps the greatest 
centre we ever had on the coast; 
an equal favorite with Fred (Cy- 
clone) Taylor in thé minds of the 
masses. Lester and I alwaya held to 
the theory that Taylor was the best 
@ll-rounder but many differed.”

MacKay was a great crowd pleas- 
ery Patrick said. “He was clean, 
splendidly courageous, a happy 
player with a stylish way of going. 
He was sensational in making 
quick breakaways. He was a sure 
shot in alone with the goalie. He 
could handle his etick and was al- 
most as good a hook check as 
Frank Neighbor.” 

“I have lost a great friend,” Pat- 
rick added. “MacKay was one of 
those who helped make pro hockey 
a gteat game. He was outstanding 
in every way.”
